John H, Perdue, who was injured 
by ^L, K. & T. 
freight train No. 
105 iat 
the Se t e rt crossing, three 
miles sodthwest of the city, yester­ 
day forenoon, stands a very good 
show of recovery, 
notwithstanding 
the serious nature of his wounds. 
He passed a fairly good night, and 
during 
the 
forenoon 
was 
quite 
cheerful. 
He has a splendid co n ­ 
stitution, 
and this, it is believed, 
will go a long way toward pulling 
him through. 


An 
inquest was held this fore­ 
noon on the remains of James G. 
Perdue, who was killed outright at 
the time his son John was injured. 
This afternoon the remains of the 
eider Perdue were interred in the 
city cemetery, after an impressive 
service 
at 
the 
First 
Christian 
church, conducted by the pai^tor, 
Rev. J. S. Myers.

Mr. 
Bowser testified as follows: 
I left Sedalia on first No. 
105, 
with engine No. 256, and arrived at 
the 
Seibert 
crossing 
about 9:12 
a. m. yesterday. 
I saw a team on 
the east side of the track. It looked 
like the dri »er was going to hold 
the team, but it made a leap ahead, 
as though driven by a 
whip. 
I 
shut of the steam and put the brakes 
on in full. 
The engine struck the 
wagon about 
the front wheel. 
I 
stopped the train and 
ran back, 
when I found one man killed and 
one injured. 
We ran by eight to 
ten car lengths, after the accident. 
The bell was ringing all the time. I 
whistled for the road crossing at 
the whistling post, 80 rods away. 
I 
didnT whistle when I first saw the 
train, for the reason that the horses 
were standing still and I was afraid I 
w ould scare them. 
The engine was 
three car lengths away when I saw 
the train. 
We were running about twenty- 
five 
miles an hour. 
We are not 
required to slow up at public road 
ossings. 
T h e passenger train was 


/ 


five minutes behind me. 
I could 
not have stopped the train after the 
horses got on the track; was not 
over thirty feet from the crossing 
j 
when I saw the horses on the track. 
T he crossing is a good smooth one. 
H . E . Palmer, the fireman, testi­ 
fied that he was breaking coal with 
a pick when the engineer whisted 
for the crossing. 
H e dropped the 
pick and caught the bell cord and 
said, 
“ 
H old her!” 
T he engineer 
put on the air brakes; saw the team 
standing still. 
A t the same time 
, 
the horses sprang forward as if hit 
by 
a 
whip, 
throwing 
the 
front 
wheels in the middle of the track. 
T h e engine hit the fore wheel of 
the 
wagon. 
Saw 
one 
man 
fall 
on 
his 
side 
of 
the 
train. 
Was 
’ 
or 100 feet from the team when 
first 
saw 
It. 
T h e horses’ 
heads 
looked as if they were reined up, as 
if trying to hold the team back; 
looked to me as if one of the men 
in 
the 
wagon 
wanted to go 
on 
cross, and the other, 
apparently 
the 
driver, 
wanted 
to 
hold the 
team back. 
T h e track and road 
are nearly level 
at this crossing. 
T h e team was in motion when the 
engine struck, the wagon. 
Saw the 
hand of one of the men in motion, 
as though striking at the horses. 
After hearing the evidence of W. 
A. M cN u lty and wife, 
which did 
not differ materially from the other 
evidence, except 
that 
both 
said 
they never heard the engine whistle 
before the accident, but that it did 
whistle 
four times after the a c c i­ 
dent, the jury rendered the follow­ 
ing verdict: 
“ 
We, the jury, find that Jas. G. 
Perdue came to his death by being 
struck by engine No. 256, on the 
M ., K. & T . railway, on a crossing

dition. 
It does precisely the same 
for lumber in all forms. 
It adds 15 
per cent of the McKinley rates to 
present rates in schedules A to N, 
including chemicals, earthenware, 
glass, metals, manufactures of wood 
and metals, tobacco, 
agricultural 
products, 
wines, 
spirits, 
cotton 
goods, flax, hemp and jute, silks, 
pulp, papers, books and sundries.

According to tlio radius of the 
39 th parallel as giv'on by Bessel, the 
famous astronomer of Koenigs berg, 
Germany, who first calculated the 
diamotcr of the earth and measured 
tlio distance from the earth to G1 
Cygni, the nearest fixed star, the 
length of the arc as measured by the 
coast and geodetic surv'ey oflicials is 
111 feet in error; and according to 
the radius of the same parallel as 
fixed by Sir Andrew Clark e, of Glas­ 
gow university, the error is 9 81 feet. 
But Gen. Dufield, su^xir in tendon t of 
the 
survey, 
declares 
that 
these 
variations from the heretofore estab­ 
lished standards show error in them 
and not in the calculation of his 
scientists. 
By the measurements 
made on the line, and which have 
been aggregated in the office at 
Washington, the arc, at sea level 
for the entire distance—that is, fol­ 
lowing the curvature of the earth’s 
surface—is 2,625.8 miles in length. 
The establishment of the radius of 
the 39 th parallel from these meas­ 
urements is a matter for further 
calculation. 
The value and 
vast ness of the 
work accomplished 
cannot bo in­ 
telligently appreciated by the un­ 
scientific mind. 
It was inaugurated 
by the survey nearly, if not quite, 
half a century ago. 
Progress upon 
it has been spasmodic, but some 
work has been done every year since 
the beginning. 
It has cost the gov­ 
ernment about $1,000,000, but the 
ex penditure is said by the officials to 
be fully justified by the importance 
of the project. 
Russia and China 
are the only other countries on the 
globe wherein a base line of any ­ 
thing lik e equal magnitude is pos­ 
sible, and in neither one is it lik elv 
/ 
^ 
to be surveyed for many years. The 
longest base line heretofore surveyed 
was that in India, running north 
and south 
about 1,000 
miles in 
length. 
European scientists have 
been greatly interested in the prog­ 
ress of the American arc, and its 
completion will doubtless bo the oc­ 
casion of the receipt by the coast 
and geodetic survey officials of many 
congratulations 
from 
abroad.—
